Hulmeville and 
Langhorne agreed that the plan 
proposing use of Uhs existing 
Township of Falls Authority treat­ 
ment plant at Ferguson Ville was 
the least expensive and most 
favorable to all concerned 
Financial Hold 
The plan, however, will remain 
only the best of the three pos­ 
sibilities, at least until the Town- 
ship of Falls Authority obtains 
full ownership from Danherst Cor­ 
poration. which baa a financial 
hold on the treatment plant. 
According to one of the borough 
representatives, the Authority is 
scheduled to obtain full ownership 
July I. After that, negotiation* 
with the Authority can proceed. 
The Joint committee appointed 
one man from each borough to 
.wet with the Authority at a future 
date to discuss the possibilities of 
entering into an agreement for 
the use of the plant. 
Al ternate Plans 
The alternate plans call for 
cither a treatment plant in Penn­ 
del or in Hulmeville, along Nos- 
haminy Creek. 
Entire costa for the favored plan 


and for the alternate projects were 
not included In the engineering 
report. Construction costs alone 
were estimated in different com 
btnations of municipalities, in 
eluding Langhorne Manor, which 
so far has not indicated active 
interest. There was no representa­ 
tive of Langhorne Manor at the 
meeting last night. 


The different combinations were 
surveyed, presumably in case one 
or more of the municipalities 
should balk.

With the turnpike land swap bill 
headed for a vote in the state sen­ 
ate this week.

The bill was introduced and 
s p o n s o r e d by Assemblyman 
James J. A. Gallagher, of Levitt- 
town. Mullin said that part of the 
mystery is the apparent reluct 
ance on Gallagher’s part to ex 
plain or discuss the bill. 
The only thing we get from 
Gallagher is silence despite the 
fact that we have asked him re­ 
peatedly to explain the real reas­ 
on for the bill. He has not an­ 
swered any of the questions which 
this proposal has raised.” 
Mullin repeated one of the ques­ 
tions he raised earlier, but which 
he said Gallagher still hasn’t an­ 
swered. "Why, if the land is sur­ 
plus, weren't the township end 
county officials given a chance to 
acquire it and develop it indus­ 
trially.

1952 Ordinance 
Revised By Board 


Bristol Township’s Board of 
Commissioners

proved comprehensive revision of 
a zoning ordinance to set up ex­ 
clusive manufacturing zones. 
Revision was approved of the 
1952 ordinance, which had often 
been modified and changed since 
the original passage. The current 
action results from two years of 
work by the township planning 
commission in conjunction with 
the Bucks County Planning Com­ 
mission.
